few years. 

The numbers 786 will be the 
first three numbers given to cus¬ 
tomers in this area when the 
change is made. 

Agawam residents will be get¬ 
ting more cable facilities when 
the new telephone switching 
equipment is in operation in the 
new building giving better serv¬ 
ice for local and long distance 
telephone calls. 

While the customers in Aga¬ 
wam are presently served out of 
eight different exchanges in the 
Springfield area, the final trans¬ 
ition of all telephones in Aga¬ 
wam will be consolidated into this 
exchange. 

Among the first to be switched 
to the new exchange in April will 
be the town offices, police and 
fire departments, and a large 
number of Agawam residents. 

After the initial switchover of 
the bulk of Agawam numbers in 
April, another portion will be 
transferred the following April, 
with the remainder to take place 
after that. 

Two major cable projects are 
scheduled for completion by the 
end of December. The projects 
will include placing conduit — 
the underground tubing through 
which cable is passed — from the 
new office on Rowley Street to 
the intersection of Cooper .and 
Mill 'Streets. 

Local Telephone Manager in 
Springfield, Robert Wallace, 
said, “Agawam numbers will not 
be listed under a separate head¬ 
ing in the Springfield directory 
at first, since not all of Aga¬ 
wam will have the new exchange 
number.” Wallace continued, 
“But, eventually the Agawam 
numbers will indeed be in a sep-

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The never-ending fight of various groups for a larger share of 
the pie of federal spending reached the ultimate inanity with the 
charge that, “The U.S. spent $24 billion to go to the moon, but Nixon 
wants to spend only $4 billion to help the poor.” The facts of the 
"moon versus the poor” controversy, as contained in a late issue of 
U.S. News & World Report, paint a different picture of tax dollar 
distribution. The U.S. is currently spending $19 billion a year in 
direct aid to the poor form federal, state and local governments. 
This does not include spending for other services shared by people 
at all income levels. Nor does it include private charity. By con¬ 
trast, the $24 billion spent to reach the moon was expended over a 
period of 10 years—$2.4 billion per year. If the new welfare pro¬ 
gram as proposed by the Nixon Administration becomes law, total 
governmental spending for the poor in the United States will in¬ 
crease to $23 billion a year. 

Aside from the financial arithmetic of moon flights versus gov¬ 
ernment spending for the poor, U.S. space exploration represents 
the progress of a nation still growing in stature and vitality. All 
fof us, including the poor ,are benefactors of this growth. Instead 
of kicking, we should be proud. We have to progress to take care

You must wait 
until the next election to make a 
replacement but during the 
meantime you have been without 
the services of the person who 
might have done the most for 
you. During the entire process 
you have permanently discour¬ 
aged the better candidate from 
ever seeking office again because 
he feels it is a lost cause to want 
to serve rather than to publicize. 

One of the best men whoever 
held an office in this town can¬ 
not win an election. He has held 
office by appointment only and 
the job he does is just tremen¬ 
dous. But don't put him on the 
ballot because he will not win. 
Conversely one of the most ad¬ 
vertised politicos has done just 
about the poorest job ever done 
by an office holder. 

Whether the two political par¬ 
ties in our town want to admit 
a or not I want to tell you that 
it is not easy to find and get the 
approval of the most qualified 
candidates. Those with the real 
willingness, know how, and am¬ 
bition to serve you will not sub¬ 
ject themselves nor their family 
to the rigors of a hard fought 
political campaign. In many cases 
our political groups scour the 
hinterland trying to lure can¬ 
didates to fill their respective 
ticket. 

Please don’t believe that I am 
referring solely to the office of 
Selectman. This is but one phase 
of the problem. Realize how im¬ 
portant the offices of Assessor, 
Planning Board, Tax Collector, 
Treasurer, Library Trustee, 
Parks and Playground and all 
the others are. Weigh very care¬ 
fully the term of the incumbent, 
for his attitude, attendance, and 
accomplishment. He may have 
done better but will a replace¬ 
ment do as well? Is it a chance 
you care to take? 

Take a real conscientious look 
at -School Committee candidates. 
They budget more of your tax 
expenditure than any other body, i 


Although I have not received 
the response by letters that I be¬ 
lieved we might receive from the 
edition of this column there has 
been some oral comment which 
indicates an interest on the part 
of the readers to understand the 
truth about some of our situa¬ 
tions here in Agawam. 

It was never the intent of this 
column to glamorize events or in¬ 
cidents. We are not looking for 
eye catching headlines but rather 
to inform the citizens of solid 
and truthful action. This alone 
is the “bread and butter’* of our 
success as a community. To guar¬ 
anty the continuance oi* honest 
action you must insist that your 
representation meet the same 
specifications. 

It is therefore your preroga¬ 
tive to make a careful choice of 
each candidate who seeks public 
office. It is so easy to succumb 
to glamour. I honestly believe 
•that people dislike being on the 
side of a loser. Further, if each 
of us knew who the eventual win¬ 
ner was going to be, it is likely 
we would have joined that con¬ 
tingent long before the final bell 
had sounded. It is surprising how 
•many people supported you after 
the victory was announced and 
how difficult it was to locate 
these same people during the 
period of the campaign. I suppose 
this is a human trait and will 
never be otherwise. 

Why not be aware of this 
.psychology and select cautiously? 
So let’s look at some of the cold 
hard facts of election and even¬ 
tual election. There must be 
some truth in the fact that in¬ 
tensive publicity is a “cover up” 
for false accomplishment. A 
product which is really worth¬ 
while proves itself in its own pro¬ 
duction for efficiency. It doesn’t 
need extensive advertising. This 
should be true of a politician. If 
he is a “doer” his actions will 
prove it. If he is false and works 
on “bluff” he needs publicity to 
cover the weakness. This -pu¬ 
blicity may even carry him 
through the election but will not 
support him during his term ofj
